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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. The 
traversal is on the ground(s) that no serious burden exists to search and examine the entire 
application, no serious burden exists to run a simultaneous computerized search of the nucleic 
acids of Group I and the substantially purified protein of Group II, and ten sequences should be 
searched and examined. This is not found persuasive because the application recites three 
inventions that are drawn to different subject matter requiring the search of different databases. 
Thus, there is an undue burden in searching and examining three Inventions. Inventions I and II 
are unrelated because the nucleic acid structure in Invention I is different from the protein 
structure in Invention II. Therefore, the search of different databases is required to search 
Inventions I and II. Moreover, the Office policy has deemed ONE sequence is reasonable in 
light of computational examinational requirements. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. SEQ. ID. NO: 1 of 
Group I will be examined on the merits. Proper amendment canceling the non-elected sequences 
in Group I is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

A) The term "substantially" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. 
The term "substantially" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. The metes and bounds of these claims cannot 
be established because several parameters determine "substantially" and because no single set of 
conditions is recognized by the art as being "substantially" to the exclusion of all other 
conditions, the claim is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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Claim 1 of the instant application is drawn to a fragment or any fragment thereof a maize 
protein comprising SEQ. ID. NO: 1. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Klann (US 6068974 
May 30, 2000 . 

Klann in US 6068974 teach a 674 base pair purified nucleic acid molecule containing a 7 
base pair fragment at 425 of SEQ. ID. NO: 1. (col. 13, lines 1-20).
